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HARC MINUTES FOR MAY 14, 2014 MEETING

Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:30pm with a moment of silence in honor of Kermit Craig (KOZXQ), a 
member who became a Silent Key May 5" 2014. Don mentioned the Club sent a plant, and made a donation in 
Kermit’s name to Siteman Cancer Center. We started the regular meeting with 18 members and 5 guests 
present. 


A proposal for renewal of membership was brought forth by Larry (WB2UFO) for Steve (KDOUVU). Ed

Repeaters: 


Oral (KOUBR) reported QRM, noise and interference previously for a period of time on the 625 repeater. A 
discussion followed mentioning possibilities of other repeaters causing the problem. Oral stated the Club had a 
Shutdown Code for the repeater. J.D. (WOAJD) has the codes and will give them to Don to pass along to the 
other officers. 


Old Business: 


Concerning Field Days, Don reported the utility pole had been set by the Board of Public Works, and we are 
waiting for an adapter for the vertical and the BPW to finish installing the antennas. During Field Days this 
year, our classification will change from “A” to “F” because we will be operating from an EOC. We can still 
operate the GOTA station, and being in the EOC, we can get a free VHF two meter station. Steve (KDOUVU) 
said they have a stationary generator and two portables. We can get credit for emergency power if they are 
tested and documented during Field Days. Steve wanted to thank Don (KDOHHN) and Larry (WB2UFO) for 
their assistance in setting things up. 


We are also planning the Club Picnic at that time with the Club providing hamburgers and hot dogs. It is also 
proposed to charge $5.00 for food, and if you show up and make 5 contacts, you will get your money back. Any no- 
shows will forfeit their money to the club!

We will be operating 
out of the EOC. Don will check with John Hark to see if the antennas are back up after replacing the tower. 
Don will generate messages that volunteers can pass along as an exercise. We discussed the City’s new 
awareness of communication problems during disasters because of last spring’s wind storm. Larry reported the 
Emergency Services Net had installed a new radio in the EOC in Jefferson City and was successful in reaching 
all corners of the state on 40 and 80 meters. 


Ed (K9WAY) inquired about the number of CERT trained people in the county. It was speculated there were 25 
to 30. Don reported John Hark wants to reactivate the CERT program. Ed commented that CERT and Amateur 
Radio go hand in hand. We discussed the advantage of an active CERT program and having additional CERT 
training. 


Larry (WB2UFO) discussed the upcoming W1AW operation starting Tuesday May 27* for 1 week. Larry has 
authorization to operate his station as W1AW/0. On Thursday, he will operate on 80 meters from 
3:00pm-5:00pm, and on Friday he will be on 15 meters from 11:00am- 1:00pm. He has authorization to operate 
on other bands as well. Two meter simplex was discussed, and Larry inquired if anyone was interested in a 
contact or being a guest operator. We may mention it on the upcoming 2 meter net Monday night. For more 
information, contact Larry.

We had additional discussion concerning future W1AW operations.

Here we are at the start of warmer weather, and the other by-products of the same (Tornados, severe 
thunderstorms, etc.) Just think, one year ago was the storm that put most of Hannibal without power for the 
better part of a week. On a more somber note, it was also one year ago that the F-5 tornado hit Moore 
Oklahoma that killed many school children as well. | know that the town of Moore has taken several steps to 
try and prevent the loss of life from happening again. Their building codes now require new home construction 
to withstand an F-3 tornado, and a lot of homes are being retrofitted with safe rooms. Also there is a parent of 
one of the children who was killed who is running for the state legislature and wants to see safe rooms 
constructed in every school in Oklahoma. 

Meanwhile lets look at “America’s Hometown”. One thing that was suggested to the Board of Public works 
was to apply for federal and state grants to put the electrical lines underground. They even had the offer from 
the city of Independence, MO to help them apply for the grants.

Recently | was reading an article about the early days of DXing and the author made reference to an 
early practitioner of this special area of ham radio, one Don Mix, 1TS, and later W1TS. No, I’m not 
speaking of Tom Mix of early shoot ‘em up western movies, but one Don Mix. | had heard of Don 
before but didn’t really know much about him. | had seen references to his exploits as a 
communicator in the early days of radio but never had read of the details. | decided it was time to 
acquaint myself with him and his exploits. A good place to start was with Google and indeed the site 
reported a number of good references to Don and his adventures. It turns out Don gained early fame 
as a radio operator on a two year long arctic expedition in the 1920’s. Later, Don became respected 
as a top CW traffic handler and contest operator. | found an interesting article written by Don and 
published in the July 1959 issue of QST. Titled “Ivory Tower Confessions” it provided an interesting 
look back into ham radio prior to the modern era of do-all ready to operate radios and ready to hang 
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antennas. For ARRL members you can search for and read this article on line on the ARRL Members 
Only Page. | would recommend taking the time to read about Don and his adventures for insight into 
the early days of DXing. 


The results of the latest Most Wanted DX survey from ClubLog provides some interesting results. 
The survey is based on a worldwide want basis and has Navassa Island now in the top spot, a few 
tenths of a percentage point ahead of the rarest of the rare, North Korea. These two are followed by 
Bouvet, South Sandwich, Crozet, Heard, Kingman Reef, Tromelin, Juan de Nova, and Palmyra. The 
list is somewhat weighted due to the heavy European participation but does demonstrate an 
interesting fact. Many newbies to DXing have never had the opportunity to work Navassa since it 
was last activated in 1993. Other entities in the top ten of this survey are there as well due to the time 
since last activation and the large number of ops who have taken up DXing in the meantime. Bouvet, 
Crozet and Heard Island are perfect examples as well. Extended periods without activation will drive 
a country to a high position on want lists. | can remember years ago all DX’ers dreamed of the day 
when China would again be activated. Now, hardly a day goes by that one or more BY stations are 
heard on the bands. As for Kingman Reef placing in the top ten, | found that difficult to believe. 
There have been several operations from there in the past 10 or so years and each provided ample 
operating time. | can only guess it is the large European user base that has this one well ahead of 
where | would expect to find it.

Activity is on 80 to 6 meters using CW, SSB and RTTY. This includes being an entry in the CQ 
World Wide WPX CW contest. QSL via PA1AW. 


GHANA, 9G. Arno, 9G5ZZ is QRV until June 1. Activity is on 40 to 10 meters, and possibly 80 meters, using 
mostly CW. This includes being an entry in the CQ World Wide WPX CW contest. QSL via DL1CW. 


PALESTINE, E4. "The Daily DX" reports that "three locals from Gaza, Palestine have taken and passed their 
Amateur Radio tests in E4 and hope to have their licenses early next week." 


SOUTH COOK ISLANDS, E5. Operators JA8VE, JA1KJW, JA1JQY and JA3MCA are QRV as E51AVE, 
E51KJW, E51JQY AND E51MCA, respectively, until May 31. Activity is on 160 to 10 meters using CW, SSB 
and RTTY. QSL to home calls. 


ESTONIA, ES. Members of the LVRK Radio Club will be QRV as ESO/OI3V from Hiiumaa Island, IOTA 
EU-034, from May 29 to June 1. Activity will be on 80 to 10 meters using CW, SSB and digital modes. QSL 
via OI3V. 


WAKE ISLAND, KH9. Lisa, KJGGHN is QRV as KH9/KJGGHN. She has been active on 15 meters using PSK 
around 0830z. Her length of stay is unknown. QSL via operator's instructions. 


GREECE, SV. Laci, HAOHW is QRV as SW8WW from Thassos Island, IOTA EU-174, until June 3. Activity is 
on 40 to 6 meters using mainly CW with some SSB. This includes being active in the CQ World Wide WPX
